Tere was 
a Canadian industry carrying on a 
successful manufacturing business and 
prospering without the artificial aid of 
any tariff. If this Brantford company 
could make twine and profits in unre- 
stricted competition with the . world, 
why not any Canadian ihdustry? 

The president of the Brantford Cor- 
dage Company has announced that 
it can’t hold on untess It gets some pro- 
tection. His company, he says in his 
annual statement to his sharcholdern, 
has never asked and docs not now ask 
for tariff protection aguinst fair com- 
petition, “However,” he goes on to 
say, “If the present situation which has 
developed should be allowed to contin- 
ve with the unprofitable conditions re- 
sulting therefrom, it will ultimately be- 
come impossible to continue.” 

But what does he mean by “fair” 
competition? There is no unfair com- 
petition, except that other countries 
are using their advantages to undersell 
him, It fs fair enough—if we in this 
country permit it.

Development of radio in the. last 
two years has been more rapid than 
ever before...

Moye \than 200 ships now are bein 
fitted “with the new* Marconi auto-al- 
nrm apparatus, the latest application 
of wireless for safely of Ife at sea. 
Alarm bells are rung by a special de- 
vice whenever an S.O.S. or other iin 
portant message is received while the 
radio operators is off duty. 

Radiophone service linking Canada 
England, Australia, South Africa and 
India will be inaugurated in the next 
18 months, It will permit” telephone 
conversation simultancously with high 
speed radio telegraphy. 

A high speed directional or “beam™ 
system of wireless communication will 
be put into use between New York and 
London within a few weeks. t 

Wireless messages across the Atlantic 
at the rate of 200 words a minute now 
are possible. 

Ships now can talk to shore stations 
by means of wireless telephones. 

The greatest advance in radio has 
been in the last decade. Foundation 
for {ts later development was laid in 
the period from Dec, 16, 1902, when 
Marconi’s first message was flashed 
across the™ Atlantic until the end of 
the World War, 

Experiments Discauraging 

Up until 1915, few experiments had 
been made with radio telephony and 
those were discouraging: In that year 
spoken words were transmitted ~ 5,000 
miles, short’ bits of speech being trans 
mitted from Washington across the 
Atlantic to Paris and Westward to 
Honolulu. 

This noteworthy achievement occur 
red in the World War, but conditions 
did not again become favorable for 
research in_ trans-oceanic telephony 
until 1921 and 1922. 

Broadcasting, although an’ industry 
but seven years old, has attained phen 
omenal proportions. In the world to- 
day there are hundreds of broadcast- 
ing stations and radio audiences scat 
tered throughout the world run into 
millions. 

Reach Every Field 

Beginnings of broadcasting were 50 
inconspicuous as to have found no 
permanent place in the, records, Par- 
ticularly enthusiastic and resourceful 
amateurs here and there built small 
transmitters for their personal amuse- 
ment, Today those transmitters 
would be considered diminutive, but 
each, in its own time and community, 
was highly important. ‘These sets fre 
quently were used for transmission ‘of 
phonograph music, 

Radio programs no longer originate 
éntirely in the studio. Means have 
been developed whereby {t ts possible 
through the agency of a special tele- 
phone circuit, to incorporate in a red- 
jo program, symphony concerts, ad- 
dresses and classic services, from opera 
to political meetings, from football and 
baseball games to International yacht 
races now are ‘broadcast.

Mr. Rockefeller experienced a well- 
player round, managing to get an av- 
erage drive of a hundred yards for the 
six holes and staying out of the rough.

same way as on the Five Pinger Rap- 
ids, made famous in the days of the 
Klondike gold rush'and now a place 
of thrilling interest {o: travelers into 
the northland. 

The Yukon river is navigable from 
its mouth to White Horse, a distance 
of 2000 miles from the sea. Only at 
one point is navigation particularly 
dangerous—The Five Finger Rapids, 
where prospectors defied death on 
frail barges in the early days of the 
gold excitement. At certain periods 
when the rush of water is at its height 
the stern of the steamers is raised 
above the surface for a few seconds 
as they go plunging through the rap- 
ids, and during that brief time It ts 
possible for the vessel to lose its head- 
way and crash into the rocks. 

To overcome this danger a unique 
device has been installed consisting 
of a’ steel cable attached to. ringbolts 
in the solid rock above and below the 
rapids, and lying slack in the water. 
When the vessel approaches the rapids 
the cable is picked up and run around 
a steam-driven capstan. As fast as 
the steamer pulls itself up the river 
the cast-off slack or lower end of the 
cable is paid out overside into the 
water again; and the next steamer 
coming up geos through the same rou- 
tine.

GREAT CRICKETER 
HAS NOW RETIRED 


London, Eng.—Herbert - Strudwick, 
the famous Surrey wicket-keeper—pop 
ularly known as “Struddy"—has def- 
initely retired from first-class crick- 
et, and has accepted the post of scorer 
to the Surrey County Club. He will 
take up these duties next season. 

One of the greatest wicket-keepers 
the game has known, Strudwick, who 
was born at Mitcham, on Jah. 28, 
1880, and {ts thus in his 48th year, has 
kept wicket regularly for Surrey since 
taking the place of Stedman in 1903. 

In that season, by securing 91 wick 
ets (71 caught and 20 stumped) hs 
sét up a record for wicket-keeping, 
which was not beaten until 1911, when 
Fred Huish, the Kent player, helped 
in the dismissal of a hundred batsmen 

Altogether Strudwick, in first-class 
crickef; has caught 1,235 and stumped 
258 opponents. ‘ 

His chances of distinction outside 
county cricket were delayed owing to 
the claims of “Dick” Lilley, the fam- 
ous Warwickshire’ wicket-keeper, to 
whom he acted as understudy when 
accompanying the M.C.C. team which 
tuorned Australia in 1903-4,

HYDRO WORK IS 
PROGRESSING 








New York—Construction work is 
progressing so rapidly on the Peugan 
Quebec, hydro-electric development of 
Gatineau Pawer Company that it is 
expected that the first generator will 
be in operation and delivering clec- 
tric energy by the early summer of 
next year, the International Paper Co. 
reports. The plant is on the Gatin- 
eau River, thirty-three miles north of 
the City of Ottawa and will be one of 
the largest hydro-electric plants on the 
North American Continent. It is de- 
signed for 272,000 horsepower in eight 
generators of 34,000 horsepower each, 
of which six will be installed initially. 

The concrete dam across the river 
has been completed, the steel frame- 
work of the powerhouse is up, and the 
penstocks are now-being installed. The 
work to date has‘ involved excavating 
350,000 cubic yards of earih and rock, 
the placing of 200,000 cubic yards of 
concrete in the dams and powerhouse 
and the laying of 650,000 bricks. 

The plant is one of three which Gat 
ineau Power Company, a subsidiary of 
International Paper Company, has on 
the Gatineau River, the other two now 
in operation being at Chelsea and 
Farmers, seven miles north of Ottawa.

A significant fact is brought out in 
the review of the automobile industry 
for the past year published by Mr. R. 
8. McLaughlin, president of General 
Motors of Canada, Ltd. + Since the re- 
vision of the tariff in the early part of 
1926, he says, the number of imported 
cars has been steadily increasing.

Gomme, Buena Vista avenue, Oshawa, 
who was killed by belng struck by a 
motor truck on King street west, while 
Proceeding to his work at about 7 
o'clock in the morning, on December 
29th, the jury returned the following 
verdict: “We, the jury, empanelled to 
enquire into the cause of death of one 
Walter H. Gomme, are of the opinion 
that the sald Walter H. Gomme came 
to his death by coming into contact 
with some part of a truck while riding 
@ bicycle on King street west, Oshawa, 
on Thursday, December 29, 1927, about 
650 a.m. We come to the conclusion 
that the death was accidental, and 
that from the evidence submitted we 
are unable to attach blame to the 
driver of the truck, and we would 
recommend,that the proper authori- 
ties see to it that the by-law with re- 
gard to vehicles travelling upon the 
public highways carrying rear lights 
or refiectors be strictly enforced.” 
Morley Smith, Belleville, driver of 
the truck who {s at present out on 
bail of $10,000 on a charge of man- 
slaughter in connection with the acci- 
dent, gave evidence and was inform- 
ed before doing so that nothing that 
he would say would be used against 
him: He stated that he had been a 
truck driver for seven years, and that 
this accident was the first that he had 
had tn his experience. On the morn- 
tng of the accident he was driving 
from Toronto, and when ascending a 
hill on King street west, Oshawa, 
travelled at the rate of about 15 miles 
an hour. He first saw Gomme riding 
his bicycle. Gomme would be about 
18 to 20 feet ahead of him. When he 
sighted him he blew his horn, and 
pulled out to the left to pass him. 
Gomme seemed to be about two and 
a half or three feet clear of the truck.

MILLION ACRES ARE 
TAKEN UP IN WEST 


Winnipeg, January 6.— During the 
eleven months of last year to the end 
of November, homesteads and soldier 
grants taken up in the four western pro 
vinces—Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Al- 
berta and British Columbia—reptesent 
approximately 1,027,360 acres, accord- 
ing to officials of the Canadian Nation 
a) Railways Colonization Department. 
This compares with 970520 acres taken 
up in the corresponding period of 1926. 
The number of homesteads filed in the 
eleven months last year was 5,959 and 
soldier grants 462, as against 5,597 and 
470, respectively, In the 1926 period. 

Of homesteads last year, 673 were 
taken up in Manitoba; 2,998 in Sas- 
katchewan; 2,581 in Alberta, and 107 in 
British Columbia. Of the soldier 
Grants, 41 were taken up in Manitoba; 
218 in Saskatchewan; 181 in Alberta

“Pioneer Days in Old Ontario”) gives 
interesting reminiscences. Of the 
‘Lumber Wagon’ he says: 

“These cumbersome vehicles were the 
only kind of conveyance seen on Sun- 
day in the local church shed until I 
was well along in my ‘teens. J can 
still see, as clearly as I saw then, two 
young men and their brides driving 
ahead of some of the rest of us on 
their way home from Church, The four 
were seated on chairs placed on the 
floor of the wagon box. The. honey- 
moon was not yet over and tWo pairs 
of heads—one pair in front and thé 
other at the rear—were as close to- 
gether as they could be without dan 
ger of collision at each jolt of the 
wagon, and we boys were greatly 
amused in watc! the intermittent 
bobbing of the heads as the wagon 
bumped over the ruts in the road.” 

On the high mortality of those 
days Mr, Smith writes: 

“Typhoid, smallpox. and tuberculos 
fs all took their toll, but the greatest 
tragedy of all was in the year of chol 
era-infantile cholera. In that summer 
there were nine deaths among child 
ren within a mile. From one home 
the bodies of three young boys were 
carried to the grave. Did I say the 
greatest tragedy? Possibly it was, 
but-it was not far short of being 
equalled by the untimely deaths among 
the more mature. Perhaps youthful 
eyes see things in a different light, 
but men and women of 50 seemed old 
er to me then than do people of 70 
and more today. I was reminded of 
all this last summer when wandering 
through an old cemetery near Myrtle. 
Few had passed the 60 mark. Ceme 
teries of which the one near Myrtle 
js a type are eloquent reminders of 
the price in toil, privation, loneliness 
and sorrow that was paid for the her 
itage enjoyed by the generation of to- 
day.”

Trapped

At 
least nineteen persons were drowned 
by the sudden rise of the river when 
the waters caused by rains melted the 
Christmas snow, swept down on Lon- ° 
don and met an abnormal tide. The 
river receded to normal today with 
ebb tide. F 

Fearing a recurrence of the disaster 
at the next flood tide, engineers lab- 
ored frantically building temporary 
barricades where the walls along the 
embankment ccllapsed early today. 
Extensive search of*the poorer dis- 
tricts, It was feared, might show more 
victims, 

Homes Were Flooded 

The river swept over its banks for 
sixty miles from the sea and a night 
of alarms and tense excitement such 
as has been unknown for years re- 
sulted. Brief reports whith came 
from the densely populated section 
below the business section of city told 
of the struggle of the frightened peo- 
ple to escape from the sudden rush of 
water into their homes. Numbers of 
houses were flooded in Limehouse, 
Rotherhithe, Poplar ahd Canning 
Town, in the neighborhood of docks. _ 

Many public buildings were thrown 
open to shelter the sufferers. Police 
and others assisted in removing the 
stricken and supplying them with 
food. 

Abnormal Tide After Gale 

The abnormal tide which caused the 
mischief began to flow at two“o'clock 
this morning, following the recent gale 
which swept the coast. As the waters 
from ‘the sea met the waters from the 
hills disaster resulted. Firemen were

Highway. Desaronent Makes 
Important Announce- 
ment Of Policy 


» Toronto, Jan. 7:—Hon. George 8S. 
Henry,. Minister of Highways, yester- 
, day emphasized the Dopartment's pol 
“fey with regard to the operation of 
heavy trucks on Ontario Highways. 
With two exceptions no permits will 
be issued this year for vehicles having 
B gross welght of more than eight tons 
he Minister's statement follows: 

“It has come to the notice of my 
Department that motor truck dealers 

- and owners are apparently not famil- 
far with the provision of the Highway 
Traffic Act relative to the operation of 
heavy trucks, As there scems to be 
doubt in the minds of many as to the 
maximum gross weight allowed, at- 
tention Is directed to part six of- the 
Act as amended in 1925 and 1924 to 
“come-tnto effect on the first of Jan- 
uary this year, 

“Motor trucks registered prior to 
January Ist, 1923,. as having a gross 
weight (combined welght of vehicle 
and carrying capacity) tn excess of 
ten tons (20,000 Ibs.) will be granted 
special permits to operate until Decem 
ber 31st, 1928, 

“Motor trucks registered prior to 
January Ist, 1924, as having a gross 
weight in excess of eight tons (16,000 
Tbs.) and not exceeding 10 tons, will 
*be granted special permits: to operate 
until December 31st, 1928; with the 
exception of the two classes méntioned 
no permits will be issued for vehicles 
having a gross welght in excess of 8 
tons (16,000 Ibs.) 

Ample notice was given by the leg- 
islature of these changes by the amend 
ments of 1925 and 1924, and it should 
be noted by all concerned that no con 
sideration will be given to the grant- 
ing Of permits for vehicles exceeding

The scale consists of a series of ques- 
tons, five usually being grouped wnder 
each year, and they cover the years 
three to twelve inclusive. 

An average, normal child, for in- 
stance, should be able to answer cor- 
rectly all questions listed under its own 
age and all questions under all young 
er years. 

A four-year-old should be able to 
know whether he is a boy or girl. He 
should be able to ré& a key, a 
knife and a penny, He should be able 
to repeat a nwmber of three figures, 


count three one-cent and three two- 
cent stamps together. He should be 
able to repeat a number of five figures 
such as 47,395. 

Similar questions are listed for the 
other years. If a child's “mental 
age”, according to the test, is three or 
more years below the child's actual, 
chronolop/cal age, the child is suspected 
of being mentally defective, 

If the child measures one year below 
or possibly two, mental retardation {s 
considered as present. 

Often a perfectly normal child does 
not answer correctly all the questions 
listed under his appropriate yéar, He 
may, however, answer some quéstions 
in the next year ahead or the next two 
years ahead. and so. make up for his 
‘| errors, and still measure according to 
his age. 

Suppose a six-year old child answers 
only three of the questions Isted un-- 
der six but answers one under seven 
and one-under eight.

Sir Bernard attributed the _possible 
sWane of modern socicty to the climina 
Gon of the small elite which. he de- 
clares, In every age keeps alight and 
hands down the torch of civiiization. 

“Official statistics show that, broad: 
ly speaing, the higher the social grade 
is, the lower is the fertility. and that 
the middle and upper-class, profession- 
al and business, scholastic and so on. 
Js not maintaining its contribution to 
the next generation ‘in proportion to 
that of the whole population. and parti 
cularly to that class of unskilled labor.’ 
Sir Bernard declared. 

“This, means that the latter class ts 
increasing disproportionately to the 
former.” 

After reviewing various recent stat. 
{sties, Sir Bernard declared, “it appears 
that the middle and upoer classes are 
dying out, and that their placy is being 
taken by the descendants of social 
Classes below them. 

“What is new in Western Civiliza- 
tion is that they are falling, as qd 
their predecessors in ‘many ancient civit 
Sgatong.in performing thelr highest 
obligation“ to society—namely, =| 
hood. 

“The mechanism of inheritance {s 
too obscure to enable us to account a 
the appearance of a man of genius, or 
explain the production of a Julius Cae- 
Sar or a Mussolini from two opposing 
tanks of society. All the evidence, as 
far as it goes, tends to prove that child 
ren of a better order of intelligence 
are produced by parents of superior 
Stock, by which is meant parents be- 
lenging to the classes now threatened 
with extinction. 

“The great fact which distinguishes 
modern society from that which preced 
ed it is the prevalence of artificial 
methods ‘of birth control. So far, the 
Practice haz been almost entirely harm 
ful in this country. since it has been 
adopted in the main by those classes 
whose multiplication is desirable, and 
have been Ieft comparatively untouch- 
ed by the poorest and most improvid- 
ent classes in the community.

Ossining, N.Y., Jan, 13—Avtopsies on 
the bodies of Mrs. Ruth Snyder and 
Henry Judd Gray, disclosed that the 
brains of both were normal, prison of- 
Nicials anounced today. The autopsies 
were performed by Dr. Jan:es Keerney, 
assistant prison curgcon, and were wit- 
nessed by four visiting physicians. 

Jane Gray, nine year-old daughter of 
Henry Judd Gray, will receive a letter 
from her father on her birthday each 
year, until she is twenty-one years old. 
Just prior to the execution last night, 
Gray turned cver a packet of letters to 
his attorney, with instructions that once

Mrs. Ruth Snyder also left a letter to 
Le mailed to her nine-year-old daugh- 
ler Lorraine and one for her mother, 
Mrs. Josephine Brown. - 

Ruth Snyder First 

Sing Sing Prison, Jan. 13--Mrs, Ruth 
Anvder died in the electric chair at 
3109 o'chck Jast . night. muttering 
biblical quotations. and Henry Judd 
Gray followed her to death at 11.16, his 
Ups moving in prayer, but making no 
audible sound, 

Mrs, Snyder was led to the death 
chamber by two matrons, who stayed 
with her until the end. 

‘The current. was turned on at 1105 
o'clock, and turned off twa minutes 
Jater, and after an examination lasting 
nnother two minutes she was pronounce 
ed dead. 

As soon as Mrs. Snyder's body had 
been taken from the room, Gray, ren- 
lenced with her for the murder of her 
Jytsband, was Ied in. A Catholic priest 
had murmured a ritual as Mrs. Snyder 
died and Gray was accompanicd by a 

rotestant minister. 

Gray Prayed at Fod 

As the minister read in a solemn 
volee, Gray's Nps were seen to move 
{n responsive prayer. The current wat 
turned on for him at 11.12 o'clock, off 
at 11,14 o'clock, and he was pronounced 
dead at 11.16 o'clock. 

Mrs. Snyder was given three shocks 
of 2.200 volts and Gray two. 

Mrs, Snyder's appearance wa; a sur- 
prise to persons in the death house who 
liad not seen her since her trial last 
rpring. She seemed to have aged 
many years, her face was haggard. and 
her once bionde Hair hung limply about 
her Ince in streaky brown wisps. 

Gray, on the other hand, seemed not 
to have changed one whit during the 

. months of his confinement. He carried 
himself erect and walked with a firm 
sep. not needing assistance even in 
arranging himself in the chair.

Kingston “Brigade Sent 
Help — Recent Snow 
Stopped § Spread 


Fire swept three business houses of 
Napanee last night doing $40,000 dam- 
nge, which is only partially covered by 
insurance. For some time it was fear 
ed that a whole section of the town 
would be enveloped in the flames but 
heroic work on the part of the Napanee 
department assisted by a Kingston de- 
tachment succeeded in confining the 
blaze to the Hewson Drug Store; Sell- 
‘rite Chain Stores and grocery store oc- 
cupied by Mrs. H, W. Kelly. 

An overheated furnace in the Hew- 
fon Drug Store is given as the cause 
of the conflagration which was dis- 
covered at ten o'clock by Night Con- 
stable A. E. Cook who noted the 
flames “pouring from the basement of * 
the Drug Store.. Every available fire- 
fighting apparalus in the town was 
pressed into service and six streams of 
hose were kept playing on the block. 
Fearing that the fire was going beyond 
control a hasty summons for help was 
despatched to Kingston and one of 
the trucks was ordered to Napanee. 

Bare Walls Standing 

Only the bare walls of the block oc 
cupied by the three stores are standing 
today and these are in immediate 
danger of toppling over and will be 
torn down. ‘The buildings together 
with the contents are a complete loss 
and the insurance will not cover a quar 
ter of the damage at the outside. The 
block is owned by Councillor George J. 
The Canadian Order Foresters 
and the Douglas Liniment Company 
jalso suffered from the blaze as these 

vere located In the second storey of the 
block. 

The heat was terrific and firemen ' 
found the blaze a stubborn one to fight 
efter the roof caved in shortly past 
midnight.

RADIO REGULATION 
PROVED SUCCESSFUL 


Marion, Ohlo.—Marion's radio de- 
vice for regulating city water pressure 
believed the only system of its kind 
in existence, has proved successful 
after more than a year’s experimental 
operation, according to officials of 
the Marion Water Company. 

The device connects the uptown of- 

fice of the company with its plant 
three miles away and through code 
signals transmitted from the pressure 
gauge at the uptown office the water 
pressure is maintained at the proper 
standard. 
* ‘The transmititng device at the office 
operates automatically every half an 
hour, running for a two minute period 
An employee at the plant tunes in on 
the receiving set and ascertains the 
exact water pressure. The equipment 
is so“ designed that wave lengths cor 
respond with the amount of pressure 
and the code signal sounds when the 
pointer on the dial reaches the proper 
figure. 

The system was perfected through 
experiments conducted by George Why 
sall, general manager, and his son,

PUBLIC CRITICISM 


Grattan O'Leary, a well-known jour- 
nalist, in an address to the Women's 
Canadian Club at Ottawa, made the 
statement that unless there was some 
effort to stem the ptesent flood of crit; 
fcilsm of public men, it would become 
more and more difficult to induce men 
of ability to stand for public office. On 
account of undue criticism, he said, the 
quality of the members of the United 
Btates Congress of today was the lowest 
in fifty years, and he was afraid that 
Canada would soon find Itself in a sim 
far position. 

There is much to be sald in favor of 
the viewpoint of Mr. OLeary. It ts 
true that many men of great ability, 
who could be of service to their coun- 
try and community, decline to siand 
for public office because of the storm 
of criticism which they know will be 
showered upon them. That reason is 
in many ways justified, because the 
moment a man steps into the limelight 
of public life, there are always those 
who will make it their business to dig 
up some excuse, either real or imagin- 
ary, for a storm of condemnation. 

It should not be imagined, however, 
that criticism is not a good thing for 
men in public life. Honest criticism 
should always be welcomed, for it often 
leads to more wholesome and effective 
legislation and admiration. It would 
be fatal to the conduct of public affairs

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TROUBLE CAUSED 
BY NEW RULING 


Peculiar Situation ‘Arises in 
Tennis World; Player-_ 
Writer Regulation 


London, (By Mail)—The player-writ 
€r resolution recently pased by the 
British Lawn Tennis Association has 
given rise to a peculiar situation. ° 
. The resolution declared that amateur 
tenis players who recelve money for 
radio broadcasts, press articles’ or in- 
terviews on tenis wil be regarded as re- 
ceiving pecuniary advantage from the 
game, which is a violation of the asso- 
ciation’s rules, s 

The penalty for this offence has not 
yet been definitely decided on, H. A. 
Sabelll, the secretary of the L. T. A, 
told the press Offenders will not nec- 
essarily lose their amateur status but 
may L~ suspended from certain tourna 
ments or even for extended periods. 

Journalists May Continue ~ 

Professional journalists, however, 
who are also amateur tennis players, 
may continue both their profession and 
their pastime without raising the wrath 
of the L, T. A. 

The resolution applies, not only to 
British players, but also to foreign am 
ateurs playing in this country. They 
may not pcelve money fren the Brit- 
ish Broadcasting Corporation or British 
newspapers for contributions dealing 
with lawn tennis. The association, 
however, cannot prevent them from re 
ceiving remuneration from newspapers 
or radio broadcasters in their own'coun 
try, for articles or broadcast talks con- 
cerning tennis tournaments in Britain, 

L. T. A. officials regard the movie con 
tracts of Betty Nuthall, Evelyn Colyer, 
missable, providing the films do not 
and other British players as quite per- 
portray them playing tennis. ‘They re 
gard these players as entering ap priv- 
ate profession which is none of’ the 
association's business, despite the fact 
that they have gained thelr movie con 
tracts purely on the name they ‘have 
made by their tenis. The moment 
they lift a racquet in a film, however, 
they will be breaking the association's 
ruels, inasmuch as they will be receiv- 
ing pecuniary advantage from the game 

No Names On Racquets 

The use of amateur’s names or Inl- 
tials on racquets, balls or other tennis 
equipment is also prohibited unless the 
player is the actual manufacturer. of 
the articles.

NEEDS NO TITLE. 


Will Act For Mother Coun- 
try On Matters Concern- 


ing The Empire “ 


Toronto, Jan. 19,—In course of dis- 
cussions with Premier Mackenzie King 
in Ottawa next week, on various mat- 
ters arising out of the last Imperial 
Conference, Right Hon. L. C. M. 
Amery, British Secretary of State for 
the Dominions, expects to take up the 
ruggestion for the appointment by the 
Britiish Government of a representa- 
tive, to be permanently resident in the 
Canadian capital and in close contact 
with the Canadian Government{in Im 
perial affairs. rs 

“This ‘officer need not necessarily 
have a title as high sounding as ‘High 
Commissioner, but he will be in a posi- 


| tion to act as a sort of “Hason officer” 


for the British Government”. Mr.

When current’ accounts 
ate added, the total deposits reach the 
huge sum of $2,141,300,000. There ts

«financial condition of the Dominion all 


the more satisfactory. Mr. Kenneth 
Taylor, in the Financial Post, states 
that Canadians own 689 per cent. of | 
Canadian securities, belng an increase 
of 26 per cent. in the past seven years. 

According to this table, the United 
Btates was the only other country, be- 
sides Canada itself, to increase the val 
ue of its holdings of Canadian securl- 
tles in that period, the amount of such

other hand, British ownership of Can- 
adian securities declined in the seven- 
year period from 155 per cent. in 1920 
to.122 per cent. last year. 

The total value of all Canadian se- 
curities—government and municipal 
bonds, railways, industries and trade, 
finance and insurance, land and mort~- 
gages—has grown from the sum of 
$12,408,000,000 in 1920 to $15,793,000,000

THING OF PAST 


Toronto, Ont., —Creative art among 
the British Columbia Indians has 
largely passed out, as they have aban- 
doned paganism, and adopted Christian 
ity. Carving of marvellous totem poles, 
&s insignia of tribal power and social 
tank, rose to its height within a cen- 
tury, and to-day the art Is dead, ac- 
cording to C. Marius Barbeau, of the 
National Museum, Otawa, speaking re- 
cently at the Art Gallery of Toronto, 
upon ‘The Traditions, Music and Art 
of the West Coast Indians.” 

They do not believe in traditions any 
longer,” he said; “they do.not indeed, 
believe in themselves. They no longer 
believe in art for its own sake, as thes 
once did. But nevertheless, thelr art 
is the finest inspiration on the Ameri- 
can Continent, and is a heritage every 
lover of beauty must cherish.” 

Mr.. Barbeau pol ted out that: with 
the’ west Coast Indians, poor, unedu- 
cated and warlike, art was not “the 
first-born of wealth.” There seemed 
no reason why it should have flourish- 
ed with them until one realized that 
it was thelr mark of social standing, 
&nd their most vital interest in life. 
Every tribe had its own arists and car- 
vers, and thus the art became diversi- 
fied from district to district.

Altorney - General Makes 
Statement Regarding 
Mellor Sentence 


Toronto Jan. 19—Without voicing his 
own opinion in the matter’of the sen-) 
tence upon Rev. J. J. Mellor, Attorney 
-General Price in a statement to the 
press is careful to point out that the 
duty of his deparment is only to pros- 
ecute a case fairly; there is usually a 
jury to determine the guilt or inno- 
cence of accused—and a judge to meas 
ure the punishment in these caszs.

Remember 
deer are only wild sheep and wolves 
gre wild dogs and It is not because 
Wolves are so abundant but because 
each wolf is so murderously destructive. 
Let one sheep dog go unchecked in 
your township and see how many sheep 
your counot] will have to pay for. 
There is one thing you can best be- 
Neyz—you will have more to pay for 
the first year than you will the second. 


We all know It would be far pleasant- 
er for our government officials to re- 
port deer increasing, but they frankly}. 
tdmit they are decreasing for.

EYE DEFECTS FAULT 


OF THE PARENTS 


Toronto, —The greatest obstacle that 
optometrists have to contend with in 
correcting defective sight is “parents.” 
Dr. R. M. Peckham, before the Ontario 
Association of optometrists, declared 
that there are few defects in sight 
which cannot be either wholly elimin- 
ated or greatly reduced. Near-sight 
edness in children, if taken early 
enough, can be. dispelled altogether 





and in adults the defect can be reduced 


to a minimum. : 
“When a child+goes'to school” he 
asserted “his sight should be constant 
ly watched, The child between the 
ages of five or six years and 12 to 19 


years, no matetr how good his sight 


: "to the parewt, should have 
an examination, by a compefent Op- 
tometrist, every six months. It ts hard 
to get parents to realize that in a 
child of nine years of age normal 
sight is abnormal. Sight docs not be- 
come’ normal until the child reaches 
the age of 12 to 14 years. 

“If the child Is a studious type, de- 
termined and anxious to get along in 
school, he will compensate for the de- 
fect in his eyes by using bodily energy 
to put him where he would be. For 
this reason, it is very important that 
parents observe carefully ‘how the chil 
dren see.” The child who uses his bod

BY AEROPLANE 


Vancouver, B.C.—Airplanes are now 
being used to herd vast numbers of 
remndcer in the big Arctic stock farms 
according to Ralph Lomen, pioncer 
of the reindeer Industry In Alaska 

“It's a new idea and it’s not being 


‘| practised regularly, but herding by 


airplanes seems feasible, sald Mr. lo- 
men. “Our head herdsman went out 
recently and in two hours accomplish 
ed as much as would otherwise have 
required a weeks work of geven men.” 

Thereris room for 12,000,000 reindeer 
in the northern tundra of Canada, in 
the opinion of Mr. Lomen, who added 
that such a vast herd would be worth 
$50,000,000. “It could be dane in fifty 

! years, he sald, “if Canada started now 
in a very modest way. 

“Up in Alaska we have room for 
about 4,000,000 head and we hope to 
have that number within ten years,” 
said Mr. Lomen. “That will mean an 
annual revenue for our company of 
close to $20,000,000." 

“Development of the reindeer on a 
big scale in Canada would be a tre- 
mendous thing for the Dominion,” ht 
said. “Besides utilizing waste land it 
would provide employment for the no- 
madic Eskimo tribes and give the coun 
try a steady revenue from a vast ter- 
ritory that at present contributes lit- 
tle to the nations prosperity. 

“Canada ts also fortugately located 
to export the meat to various parts of 
the Empire. There would be no com 
petition in this vast market, as the 
Alaskan producers selt their entire 
product in the United’ States. Rein-! 
deer meat ts not sold in competition 
with beef, mutton and other standard 
meats, but as a supplement to the diet 
It has been introdu ced into England 
from Norway, but not inf large quan- 
tities.” 

While the growth of the industry in 
Alaska has been very rapid because of 
the natural increase in the number of

HIGHER EDUCATION 


Bome considerah:e controversy has 
been stirred up by the statement made 
recently by School Inspector Putnam 
of Ottawa to the effect that there are 
too. many: boys in the higher schools of 
Ontario who are wasting their time be 
cause they are unfitted for higher ed- 
veation. His statement is straight to 
the point, for it says, in part: 

“Magny, an, honest working labor- 

er, looks. upon school as an open 
“dod which will Iead his son into 

&.prpmised land where the hands 
‘will not be.salled by soot or grime 
or blistered by monotonous” toll. 
‘The son, except.in rare cats, sacri- 
fees the fair chance, wastes three 
or four years, acquires habits 
that unfit him for the work he 
really could do well, and ends up 
an unskilled adventurer who tries 
many things and succeeds at 
none.” : 

‘Thero is a great deal of - food for 
thought in the Ottawa inspector's 
charges. Ambition is a laudable thing, 
and there is something wrong with the 
father who does not wish to give his 
son the very best he can in education, 
who does not desire to see his son step 
higher in life than he himself has been 


a 


* able to do. There is no reason why 


boys from working-class familles, where 
they have the mental capacity to do so 
should not rise high in the ranks of the 
professions and in business life. But, 
in determining what is the best thing 
for the son or daughter, ambition often 
comes into conflict with reason, afd 
it is in such cases that the wastage of 
which Inspector Putnam speaks occurs. 

There is no harm in parents seek- 
tng secondary education for their chil 
dren ‘provided the children can assim! 
late that education and turn it to good 
apcount. But the records of second- 
ary schools furnish countless examples 


~ of boys and girls being sent there, with 


& hope of a future career, when they 
have no capacity for absorbing the type 
of education given in these institutions. 
The examination results speak eloquent 
ly of this fact, and form a basis for the 
assertion of the Ottawa inspector that 
in many cases the years spent in see- 
ondary schools are lost years so far as 
the students are concerned. a 

It Is hard to convince parents, how- j 
ever, that a secondary education would 
be wasted on their particular boys and 
girls. Parental love often fails to sc 
the truth when it is stated in general | 
argument, and the father and mother 
often fail to realize tha it is their boy 
or girl to whom this truth can be ap- 
plied. ‘

Washington, Jan. 20.--The Ameri-) 
can consumer of tires has lost millions 
of dollars annually as a result of the 
British, mbber monopoly, Secretary 
Hoover teld the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee, in endorsing a bill to permit 
the formation of United States trade 
associations to make collective pur: 
chases of raw materials controlled by 
foreign nations. 

The reduction in rubber production 
by the British keeps the world dang- 
erously near a buying panic, the Com- 
merce Secretary declared, and at times 
has lifted the price of .the product be- 
yond reason.

the death of his fiancee, Ruth 
Dembner. 

The accused gave recognizance for 
'$10.900 and: two other sureties of 
£5,000 each were accepted. 

Edward Bayly. Deputy-Attorney 
General suggested that His Lordship 
have a new trial held at the present 
assizes, but Mr. Justice Wright said 
this was not usual practice. 

Mr. Bayly opposed bail, pointing out 
that Brook's father was now

Rotary Hears Something Of 
The Ideals Of Canada’s

Some idea of the magnitude 
work of the Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association was given to the Rotary 
Club at their noon luncheon today by 
Mr. J. J. McIntosh, Secretary of the 
Ontario Division. Mr. McIntosh based 
his talk on the idea that all elements 
of our’national life are inter-dependent 
that the progress of the farmer inter- 
ests the manufacturer and that the 
growth of the manufacturer {s of bene- 
fit to the farmer, the retailer and the 
professional man. 

The groxth of the CMA. from a 
small association of saw mills and flour » 
mills in 1871 to its present status with 
over 4200 members was traced by the 
speaker. When the association was or- 
ganized it was largely a rural Ontario 
proposition. At that time there were 
over a hundred farmers for every 23 
people engaged in other occupations 
with the result that the country was 
stagnant and the farmers had no mar- 
ket for their produce, At the present 
time in Canada the ratio ts 139 other- 
wise occupied to every 100 farmers. 

Past president Charles Dolan made 
an urgent appeal to the Rotarians to 
give more generously to the work of 
crippled children in order that the 
scope of the Club's activities might be 
enlarged.

HOME INDUSTRY 

The tourist traffic ms having a cur- 
fous but highly satisfactory effect on 
Canadian life, which promises to bring 
much profit to rural residents. The 
natural resources intelligence branch 
of the department of the interior re-| 
ports a strong revival of home indus- | 
tries, due to the demand of tourists 
for hand-woven and homespun pro- 
ducts. Rug-weaving, it is said, is be- 
coming a flourishing industry in Que- 
bee, Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Is- 
land and New Brunswick. The designs 
of fifty years ago or more are very 
popular, but new and original pate 
terns are being turned out. These 
meet with a ready saleg either direct 
to the traveler or through local stores 
As much’ as $2,000 was realized last 
summer in some of the small villages 
of Nova 6cotia from the sale of these 
home-woven rugs. The villages of 
Quebee bordering the highways _ have 
done just as well, and similar reports 
come from Prince Edward Islarsi: In 
the latter ‘province women’s institutes 
are organizing the industry for the ben 
efit of those engaged in home handi- 
crafts. G re Be ty 

Another thriving home industry 1s 
spinning. In some parts flax is grown 
‘spun and woven into linen on the 
same farm. Wool also is. converted 
into cloth by hand methods and even 
the dyes are home-prepared. Spinning 
wheels of different designs are to be 
found in all parts of the Dominion. It 
is reported that one Cape Breton far 
mer has been weaving all his life— 
“his homespuns would pass for Harris 
tweed.” In Alberta, " Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba “the spinning wheel Is 
no stranger in many homes.” Besides 
articles produced by Europeans there 
are the wares of the native Indians, 
£o familiar to all, and even the Eski- 
mos are contributing their quota in 
response to the ever-increasing de- 
mand for souvenirs.

IN BIG FIGURES 


According to Secretary Edward G. 
Barrow, the Yankees last year played 
to 1,264,000 paid admissions in Colonel 
Ruppert's Stadium and 982,000 in the 
other American league cities. Prom the 
Cress receipts at the Stadium $316,000 
was paid ta the visiting clubs at 25¢ a 
bead. On the road the Yankees re- 
celved a similar cut amounting to $170,

of the world's champions netted a 
total of $1,118500 for the New York 
American league club.

London. (By C.P.)—Discussing Leap 
Year, with 29 days in February, the 
Daily News says: 

“On the face of it, It seems an arbit= 
rary arrangement. For Its origin and 
explanation we must 9 back to Julius 
Caesar or to his astronomers, who, some 
Mwhere about 45 B.C., fixed the length 
of the year, as measured by the sun’s 
transit, at 365 days 6 hours. The odd 
hours presented a difficulty which was. 
overcome by ignoring them for three 
years, and, on the fourth year, adding 
four times six, or 24 hours, to the year’s 
length. Feb. 29 was not originally the 
added day, and is not even now re 
carded universally in that light. In the 
Romhn calender the ‘trick was work 
by doubling the pixth day before 
calends of March, tiat is Feb. 24, the 
year fer this reason being called “bissex 
tile.” a name still retained in the Latin 
, Countries of Europe. 

“In the British Isles, however, it has 
been considered more reasonable, as it 
is certainly less confusing, tu give Feb 
Tuary an extra.day, rather than have 
two consccutive days bearing the same 
date. Th English term ‘leap year’ ts 
elmost seif-expianatory. ,The effect of 
inlerposing the extra day is that after 
Feb. 29 every date ‘leaps over” the aay 
of the week on which it, would have 
fallen If February’s tals of days had 
not beengincreased. Thus last year 
March 1 was on Tuesday. This year

That Canada was the last civilized 
country to make provisions for mater- 
nity in industry was the statement of 
Mrs. Horace Parsons, regarding the 
International Labor Section of the 
League and told of its desire for gener 
al health insurance for all workers. 
Being honored by an invitation to sit 
with the League and participate in a 
discussion on minimum wages, Mrs. 
Parsons had Jearned how other coun- 
ries contended that only those working 
privately In their homes for factorics 
and business concerns could be brought 
under a Minimum Wage Act and that 
Interference between employers and 
employees in organized industry was 
not possible. Canada, having taken 
successfully another standin this re- 
gard, was held as an example of what 
might be accomplished on behalf of 
industrial workers.

Inspection of Stock Coming 
In From The United 
States 


Ottawa.—Inspection in Canada of 
nursery stock imported from the United 
States, the advisability of prohibiting 
the importation of elms from Europe 
on account of disease and kindred pro- 
blems were discussed today at a public 
hearing of the Destructive Insect and 
Pest Act cdvisory board. Mr. Arthur 
Gibson, Dominion entomologist.-presid- 
ed and there were present representa- 
tives 
Council, nursery firms, importers and 
transportation companies. 

‘The mecting.considered the advisab- 
ility of re-inspecting nursery stock en 
tering Canada from the United States 
and ecommendations of the boad -will 
be submitted to the Department of Agri 
culture. The responsibility of fixing a 
policy wil be taken by Hon. W. R. 
Motherwell. 

Mr. H. T. Gussow, Dominion botan- 
ist, and Dr. J. M. Swaine, associate 
Dominion entomologist, discussed the 
question of elm disease which was dis- 
covered a few years ago in Europe and 
is spreading rapidly. Thcy emphasized 
the danger of importing elms on that 
aecount. 

Dr. Swaine was recently In Europe 
and reported on the danger of import- 
ing the gun ‘moth, by the importation 
of conif from overseas. The nun 
moth, he said., was responsible for great 
damage in certain of the forests of 
4 Central Europe. 

His rémarks were supplemented by 
Mr. Gussow in connection with the 
canker disease which affects various 
types of conifers and would be partl- 
cularly dangerous to Canada if im- 
ported by reason of its serious effects 
on the Dovglas fir. 

Others taking part in the discussions 
were David Spence, M:P., Toronto, L. 
8S. McLain, secretary of the advisory 
board, Prof. W. T. Macoun, Dominion 
horticulturalist, and F. L. Drayton, 
plant pathologist.

‘STRAP IN SCHOOLS 

The school teacher's lot is not a hap 
py one. Apart from salary problems, 
there are numerous incidentals con- 
nected with the routine of teaching 
the young idea how to shoot which, to 
say’ the least, are extremely trying. If 
all pupils were ideal, apt and eager to 
learn, well behaved and respectful, the 
"* task would, of course, be simple; but 
in all classes, however high the stand 
" and there is usually to be found some 
element which is a constant thorn in 
‘the flesh to the teacher. The law per 
mits a mild form of torporal punish- 
ment for serious misdemeanors. It is, 
perhaps, the only really effective rem 
edy for some offenders; but as to that 

there is a difference of opinion. 
This week a delegation of well-mean- 
ing ‘Citizens waited upon the Toronto 
board of education protesting against 
the use of the strap in the schools of 
that city. “In the light of newer edu- 
cational knowledge,” declared the pe- 
titioners, an investigation of existing 
methods was desirable, with a view to 

a revision of the regulations: They 

regarded the strap as.a “symbol of} 

hate and fear.” ' 

* ‘The question is not one which {s ex 
ereising the people of Toronto alone. 
It crops up all over the province, and 
it would not be a bad Idea to have an 
official investigation in which the 
viewpoints of al] concerned would be 
adequately represented. It is not a 
matter which can be decided upon 
sentiment or prejudice. For the sake 
Of the unruly pupils themselves, it Is 
essential to find the proper corrective 
method, and for the good of those who 
are not unruly there must be correc 
tion of some kind or other. 

In the opinion of some Observers 
the trouble with the present genera- 
tion is that there is not punishment 
enough. It is possible to err on the 
side of leniencey, and there are types 
which are not amenable to the gentler 
forms of persuasion. It may be con- 
tended that it is the busiess of the 
teacher to train the character, as well; 
as the mind, of the scholar, and that

ing. But let such critics be put in 
charge of a disorderly class and try 
their reforming hand on indocile pu- 
Pils; the experience would probably 
soon change their opinions. 

Others maintain that the responsibil 
ity rests with parents, and that mis- 
behavior in the class {s an evidence of 
lack of restraint at home. That. may 
be, but it is no solution of the prob- 
lem. It sometimes happens that un- 
dutiful parents are the first-to com- 
plain when their children are correct- 
‘ed. “Spare the rod and spoil the 
child" may be a maxim discredited by 
modern advances in the science of ped 
agogics; but unless an effective sub- 
stitute ts found, it Is going to be hard 
on those responsible for discipline ia 
the class-rooms if the system of cor-

No government at 
Washington would venture to part 
with a mile of it, for by so doing wt 
would be out popular sen- 
timent which upholds the poliey that’ 
wherever the American flag nag heen 
ralsed it must never come down. ‘The 
present Alaskan boundary line, which 
shuts northern British Columbia from 
the ocean, is the outcome of Theodore 
Roosevelt’s. chicanery and bluff. By 
means of private letters (which he 
took care to have shown to Lord Al- 
verstone, one of the three British 
boundary commissioners) he scared 
that venerable jurist by threats that 
unless the boundary award were in 
harmony with American claims, war 
would result, and Alverstone deserted 
his two Canadian fellow-commission- 
ers, thus securing-the required major 
ity in favor of the American claims. 
It was sharp practice, of course, but 
it was’ successful, and the disputed ter 
ritory is in United States hands and 
not in the hands of Canada, where !t 
rightfully belongs. And it will remain 
under the stars and stripes until the 
time comes when a U.S. government 
wants something from Canada more 
desirable in their eyes than that strip 
of coast, 

That time may come; but it is not 
in sight at present.

century-old art of weaving the color- 
ful ceinture fleches or arrow scarfs” 
belongs to E. Z. Massicotte, president 
of the Province of Quebec Folklore 
Society, who brought one of its last 
surviving votaries, an aged habitant 
woman, to Montreal that she might 
instruct nuns at the Mother House of 
Sisters of Providence. Watching her 
skilful fingers, two of the nuns have 
learned the ‘secrets of the “ceinture 
fleches," secrets of which they will jn 
turn pass on to habitants wives in far 
away backwoods settlements of Quebec 
so that a craft born in Canada may 
flourish in future years. 

The arrow scarf, originally popular 


among the Indians and of recent years { 
highly prized by devotees of winter } 


sports who could afford to pay its stiff 
price, is produced in a- wide variety 
of designs, all based on the barbaric 
arrowhead. Its color scheme is rich, 
almost sombre, never approaching on 
the gaudy. In a typical scarf posses- 
sed by Mr. Massisotte zig-zag lines 
of dull red, old blue, rich yellow, dark 
green, light green and blue grey are 
* artistically blended. A 

It is woven of wool, entirely by hand 
Its dimensions vary, according to the 
taste of the customer, but a usual size 
is seven inches in width, by 45 inches 
in length, to which must be added the 
yard of fringe which decorates either 
end, 

It hag been belleved by some stud- 
ents of Canadians that the “ceinture 
fleches” was of. {Indian origin, but 
Mr. Massicotte points out that this 
theory is untenable as the Indians did 
not raise sheep for wool. Mr. Mas- 
sicotte believes that the scarf origin- 
ated in Acadia and was brought to 
the Province of Quebec by exiled 
‘Acadians, who drifted here after so- 
fourning briefly in the New England 
States, The oldest. scarf of which he 
has authentic record was woven 90 
years ago, but there are some in ex- 
istence whose ago Is fixed at 130 years 
One of the arrow scarfs has been 
found in the Maritime Provinces the 
original home of the Acadians. 

The first Scarfs produced in the 
Province of Quebec were woven in the 
ttle village of St. Jacques l’Achigan 
and from that time the district of 
YAssumption, in Montcalm County, 
has retained the secret—that {s until 
Mr. Massicotte brought aged Dame 
Lord to Montreal to teach the nuns. 

The weaving is an intricate and slow 
process and a surprising amount of 
wool is required for a single scarf. 
For these reasons a specimen of the 
craft cannot be produced today at a 
cost of less than $65 or $70. Individu- 
als who possess ceinture fleches re- 
gard them as heirlooms and prices 
running far into the hundreds of dol- 
lars have been paid by collectors for 
single scarfs.

HAIG TOURED IN 
CANADA IN 1925 


Received Great Public Wel- 
come Throughout Dom- 
inion From Veterans 


Ottawa, Jan. 30.—Field Marshal 
Haig visited Canada in the summer of 
1925 as Grand President of the British 
Empire Service League. The League 
held its annual meeting in Ottawa last 
year and the Ear! presided over the 
sessions for several days. 

On his way to Canada, Earl Haig 
stopped at Newfoundland to unveil a 
war memorial there and on his arrival 
in Ottawa he was given a great public 
welcome in Parliament. His tour of 
Canada was in the nature of a trium- 
phant’ procession. In scores of cities 
and villages, veterans of the Canadian 
Expeditionary Forces and of the Im- 
perial Army paraded to welcome him 
and on several occasions during the 
tour he broke his itinerary in order to 
visit some small community. where
